CHANGE IS RECOMMENDED. 


BY TEACHERS’ COMMITTEE 


Resolution Is Then Adopted by 
Board of Education---Change 
Will Almost Revolutionize 


the School System So Far as. 


Selection of Teachers Is Con- 
cerned. 


One of the most radical changes 
ever made in the public school sys- 
tem of the city:took place at the 
meeting of the board of education yes- 
terday afternoon when a resolution 
was adopted providing that no prin- 
cipal, assistant principal, teacher or 
supernumerary shall be elected to any 
position in the schools of Atlanta 
without the recommendation of the 
superintendent. 

The resolution, which was recom- 
mended for adoption by the commit- 
tee on echools and teachers, provided 
that the superintendent should make 
his recommendation after consultation 
and advice with the assistant superin- 
tendent. The board of education then 
met and adopted this recommendation. 

Full Coatrol of Teachers. 

The action of the board practically 
places into the hands of Superintend- 
ent W. M. Slaton and his assistant, L. 
M. Landrum, the power of naming the 
personne! of principals, assistant prin- 
Gipals, teachers and supernumeraries 
in the schools of the city, although 
their recommendation is, of course, 
subject to the approval of the boar§

commerce commission, This action 
was followed by an effort to restore 
a portion of section 12, affecting 
mergers, which heretofore was voted 


out. 

Both provisions were introduced so 
suddenly as to surprise the senate, and 
the latter was considered so impor- 
tant that rather than vote upon it 
without more consideration than it was 
able to give, the senate took an ad- 
journment until tomorrow. 

La Follette’s Aamendment Adopted. 

The action of the senate on tele- 
graph and telephone companies _ in- 
sures their inclusion in some form 
in the proposed law as the subject is 
offered in the house Dill. The sugges- 
tion for the inclusion of telegraph and 
telephone companies within the con- 
trol of the interstate commerce com- 
mission was made by Senator Dixon, 
of Montana, but ultimately his amend- 
ment was supplanted by one in sim- 
pler form, which was offered by Sen- 
ator La Follette, of Wisconsin.

HUNTER GUILTY 
TRIPLE MURDER 


According to Finding of 
Chatham Jury. 


Savannah, Ga, May 28.—Guilty of 
the atrocious murder of his wife, Mrs. 
Maggie Hunter, and aged Mrs. Eliza 
Gribble and her daughter, Mrs. Carrie 
OhleanGcer. in the Perry stret mur- 
ders here last December, was the ver- 
dict returned after midnight this 
morning against J. C. Hunter in Chat- 
ham superior court.

PEACH GROWERS 
ENTER COMPLAINT 


A case which will be of vital inter- 
est to the peach growers of this state 
Was started yesterday, when the Geor- 
gia Fruit Exchange, through 50- 
licitors, Attorneys Watkins & Latimer. 
filed a complaint with the interstate 
commerce commission against all the 
railroads which handle peaches out of 
Georgia, and against their connecting 
lines, declaring that the present car 
load minimum is so high that shippers 
cannot load to it without endangering 
their fruit in shipment, and in conse- 
quence are losing at present something 
like $200,000 a year. 

According to an agreement between 
the railroads, the shipper must pay 
freight on at least 22,500 pounds to 
the car load. To reach this minimum 
it is necessary to load the cars on the 
top with five tiers of crates, with the 
result that the top tier cannot be 
properly refrigerated and the 
peaches spoil. In consequence, 
many shippers have been load- 
ing the cars with but four tiers, 
weighing about 18,816 pounds, although 
they have been obliged to pay for 22.- 
500. This, the growers claim, is an 
injustice and necessitates the paying 
of $42 too much freight on ever car 
load.

Baden-Baden, May 27.—Professor 
Robert Koch, the famous bacteriolo- 
gist, died here this afternoon from a 
disease Gf the heart. We was born at 
Klausthal, Hanover, December 11, 
1846. 

Professor Koch became distinguished 
as an investigator of micro-organisms, 
but probably gained most.renown as 
the discoverer of the bacilli of tuber- 
culosis and cholera. He was gradu- 
ated in 1866 from the University of 
Goettingen, and while a practitioner at 
Wollstein began his researches in bac- 
terlology. His first writings, cover- 
ing investigations of anthrax and the 
etiology of traumatic infective dis- 
eases, marked an epoch in medicine 
and placed bacteriology on a scientific 
basis. 

Discoveries Astounded the World. 

It was in 1882 that Professor Koch 
first announced his discovery of the 
bacilli of tuberculosis. The following 
year he was sent by the German gov- 
ernment to India and Egypt to study 
cholera and discovered the comma 
bacilius, the presence of which is re- 
garded as an infallible test tn diag-

Chicago, May 27.—The nightmare 
condition in the wheat trade cleared 
up this afternoon to a large degree. 
Light sedatives, in the way of cash 
purchases by milling interests, helped 
to steady the overwrought nerves of 
the speculators. Belief spread also that 
big holdings had all been unloaded, 
or at least so reduced as no longer to 
form an immediate menace. Final fig- 
ures, however, although sharply above

crop features and 2% to 3c down for 
May. Corn finished unchanged to 1%c 
off, and oats %c lower to %&@ ‘kc high- 
er. Provisions scored an advance of 
15 to 47 %ec. 

The first calming influence in the 
wheat pit was an authorized an- 
nouncement from the defeated leader 
of the bulls that statements regarding 
his holdings of wheat as well as his 
losses had been greatly exaggerated. 
Later came a surprise from an unex- 
ected direction. Brokers acting for 
the firm with which he was connected 
were found to be bidding up the price 
of corn, in the teeth of the fact that 
demoralization at the time was un- 
checked in wheat, and that this was 
visible evidence of heavy selling of 
wheat by foreigners in this market. 
The situation, imdeed seemed for a 
while a bugbear that was leading to 
semi-panic. Early indications appear- 
ed to point to a continuation of the 
big smash of yesterday. The liquida- 
tion, however, though severe, was 
found as the day wore on to be ofa 
belated sort, with good buying on the 
declines. Then came information of a 
better milling call for cash wheat here. 
There was much covering by smaller 
shorts, who had sold early, frightened 
by the thought of another day of gen- 
eral wreck. In the final quarter of an 
hour there was some recession from 
the return of comparative firmness, and 
the tone at the close was weak. Sep- 
tember, which had ranged between 
914% and 92%, finished at 9214, a net 
loss of %c. May, dealt in mostly in 
small lots, closed at $1.02%, a decline 
or 2% to 3c.
